Car Pool Plans Still Thriving 


By LOUISE COOK 
Associated Press Writer 
Car pools formed during the energy 
crisis to conserve gasoline are still 
thriving in many parts of the country, 
according to officials who say sharing 
a ride has become a money-saving 
habit for millions of workers. 
The Federal Highway Admin­ 
istration, which uses the slogan 
“Double Up, America,” to encourage 
com m uters 
to 
share 
vehicles, 
estimated more than 20 million per­ 
sons use car pools every day. 
Comparisons between car pools now 
and at the height of the gasoline 
shortage in early 1974 are difficult 
because many of the shared-ride 
programs were started on an informal 


basis and no statistics were kept. 
There are indications, however, that 
interest in car pools continues to grow, 
although at a slower pace than 
previously. 
The 
federal 
governm ent 
has 
provided funds for 125 car pool 
projects since the energy crisis struck, 
with about one-third of them set up in 
the past year. The money has been 
used to establish special parking 
areas, reserved highway lanes and 
computerized programs to match up 
riders and drivers. 
Car pools generally were most 
successful in areas where there are 
concentrated centers of industry and 
housing; they failed to catch on in 
places where population and busi-

The animal produced 640 pounds of 
dressed beef, which Voeltz estimated 
was worth 49 cents a pound for a total 
of $313.60. He calculated a net loss of 
$108.40. 
Voeltz said the young bull would 
have brought $296.40, minus $12 for 
shipping costs, at a livestock market, 
so Beckman’s loss would have been 
greater if he had sold the animal. 
“And Beckman didn’t figure his 
labor, or storage, and he had no land 
rent,” observed Voeltz. 
“He’d been better off to buy his meat 
in a store,” added Joe Leverty, a 
farmer from Shell Lake, Wis. 
“It all proves I was right a year 
ago,” said Voeltz. “There’s no money 
in raising cattle.”

There no longer is any shortage of 
gasoline, but rising costs and publicity 
about the monetary savings — which 
can run more than $1,000 a year per 
person depending on the size of the 
auto, the length of the trip and the 
number of participants — have kept 
the car pool alive. 
An Associated Press survey showed 
several companies not only are en­ 
couraging car pools, but also are using 
vans to transport employes. 
The 
Minnesota 
Mining 
and 
Manufacturing Co. has purchased 75 
vans over the past three years and has 
given them to employes who, in return 
for the use of the vehicle in their 
private lives, agree to pick up other 
workers. The company pays main­ 
tenance and insurance; the employes 
pay eight cents a mile for off-duty use 
of the vans. 
Connecticut started a car 
pool 
program in 1972, and Charles J. 
Gudaitis, a planner in the Department 
of Transportation, said the effort to 
provide commuter buses and parking 
for car poolers has been gaining 
steadily. 
“We think we have had better 
success than any other part of the 
country,” he said. Gudaitis said the 
use of special parking lots and buses 
increased 40 to 45 per cent between 
1974 and 1975. 
Tri-Met, which runs the mass transit 
system in the Portland, Ore., area has 
been promoting car pooling for two 
years with the aid of a $250,000 federal 
grant. A survey showed 22,000 drivers 
joined car pools in the first year. 
Stan Stokey, energy conservation 
official at the Tennessee Valley 
Authority in Knoxville, said the 
company’s program to encourage 
employes to join car pools or ride vans, 
bikes or buses to work “exceeded all of 
our expectations.” 
He said the company estimates “a 
saving of more than 450,000 gallons of 
gasoline this year out of our whole pro­ 
gram.”

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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
Supreme Court today agreed to rule 
whether six highly partisan 
bills 
enacted by Democrats during the so­ 
called “Six Day War” early this year 
should became law. 
The court accepted an appeal by 
Democratic lawmakers who are at­ 
tempting to overturn lower court 
decisions against them. 
The lower courts held that the bills 
were improperly enacted and could not 
become law. 
The Supreme Court’s decision 
means only that the court will hear the 
appeal. A final decision on the merits 
of the case will not be made until both 
written and oral arguments are con­ 
sidered by the court. 
In their appeal, the Democrats 
contend that the state constitutional 
questions involved are more important 
than any of the six bills. 
The Democrats contend that the 
lower court decisions would allow the 
lieutenant governor an absolute veto 
power over bills with no chance to 
override.

Derris, Republicans 
Seeking Way Out 
O f Tax Impasse 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
Finance Committee, with strong 
Republican support, today approved a 
compromise proposal that would block 
a tax increase Jan. I. 


On a 10-1 vote, the panel sent to the 
full Senate for quick consideration a 
six-month tax cut extension, with 
language aimed at gaining President 
Ford’s approval. 


It would put Congress on record for 
reducing federal spending. 
Sen. William V. Roth, R-Del., a co­ 
sponsor of the compromise, said he 
had presented the plan to the White 
House. While he has no commitment, 
Roth said, he would be surprised and 
disappointed if President Ford does 
not agree to the plan. 
Their plan includes language saying 
“Congress shall provide for reductions 
in the level of spending which would 
otherwise occur by $1 for each $1 of tax 
reduction.” But it also says the pledge 
would not preclude Congress from 
setting either a higher or lower 
spending ceiling in the normal budget 
process next year. 
The Ixmg-Roth proposal includes 
neither the specific spending ceiling 
sought by Ford or a specific dollar 
figure as a 
target for spending 
reductions, but would put Congress on 
record in support of the President’s 
goal of holding down federal spending 
in fiscal 1977, which starts (X*t. I. 
The plan would attach the tax-cut 
extension and the nonbinding spending 
pledge to a minor tax measure already 
on the Senate calendar and send it to

CHARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) - State 
Republican leaders are standing 
solidly behind Gov.

NEW YORK (AP) — As the year 
ends New York City’s finances are 
patched together, but the technique 
used in doing so has left a lot of loose 
threads that could produce snags in the 
future. 
So great was the sigh of relief that 
arose when bankruptcy was averted 
that it drowned out the cries of those 
who, without exaggeration, were 
horrified at the methods used, and the 
possible consequences that could 
result. 
Investors cannot ignore the fact of a 
moratorium on repayment of the 
bonds they purchased. The contract 
terms of some 
bondholders 
were 
changed, and they could do little about 
it. Their bonds won’t be redeemed on 
time. 
One consequence of the New York 
City 
situation, 
which 
some 
ur­ 
banologists maintain is latent in many 
other large, industrial cities, is the in­ 
troduction of a bill that would smooth 
the way for municipal bankruptcies. 
If passed, this bill would permit 
financially distressed cities to file for 
bankruptcy without first obtaining 
permission of their bondholders, as 
they must now do. 
Two of the municipal bond market’s 
most strategic underpinning thus have 
cracked, and many dealers fear that 
future investors hardly will be willing 
to place in it as much confidence as 
they have in the past. 
So far the consequences don’t seem 
to be pronounced. Tile cost of money to 
municipalities is higher, and dealers 
here say some of it is a direct con­ 


sequence of the New York financial 
crisis, but interest rates in general are 
higher. 
Money is available. Municipalities 
everywhere outside New York have 
been in the market during recent 
weeks and the vast majority of those 
with sound ratings had little trouble 
selling their bonds. 


These, however, are unusual days. 
The stock market despite its oc­ 
casional volatility, offers only mild 
competition at the moment. Fixed- 
income investments, in contrast, offer 
relatively high returns. 


However, what happens when the 
stock market does begin to offer 
brighter prospects for investors? Will 
those people and institutions who are 
now content to buy bonds be tempted 
into the equity markets? Quite likely. 
Competition for funds also is likely to 
become more intense when industry 
begins gearing up for expansion. At the 
moment, businesses are seeking 
relatively meager amounts of capital 
because of an existing overcapacity. 
Sometime before 1980, however, that 
idle capacity is likely to be put to work 
by an expanding economy. Companies 
will have to re-equip and enlarge their 
facilities, and so will be seeking 
greater amounts of funds. 
It is future market conditions such 
as these that the weak underpinning of

^Speaking Of Your Health

The rules of life-saving resuscitation 
are easy to learn. The basic principle 
is 
simple. 
Mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation forces the rescu er’s 
breath and oxygen into the lungs of the 
victim and keeps him alive. 
These are the steps to be taken: 
1. Place the victim on his back, face 
up. Loosen belts, ties, girdles or other 
constricting garments. 
2. See that the victim’s mouth is 
empty and that the tongue has not 
fallen back into the throat. Now tilt the 
victim’s head back as far as possible 
and pull the jaw upward. 
3. Open the mouth if possible. If the 
jaws are rigid and tight, separate the 
lips. In this way air can be forced 
between the teeth by the rescuer’s 
breathing. 
4. Now tak a deep breath and place 
your mouth securely over the victim’s 
mouth. Forcefully blow your life­ 
saving oxygen into him. Repeat this 
cycle rhythmically and regularly at 
your own normal breathing rate. 
For an adult, blow about 12 to 18 
times per minute. For a small child, 
blow more gently and more quickly, 
about 20 times per minute. 
The rescuer must remain calm and 
continue this procedure in an easy 


way. If he breathes too deeply or too 
rapidly he may become dizzy and 
exhausted. 
If you prefer, cover the victim’s 
mouth with a handerkerchief. The air 
will get through. 
5. Make sure there is no leakage of 
air through the victim’s nose. The 
nostrils of adult victims may be pin­ 
ched together. With a child, both the 
nose and the mouth can be covered by 
the rescuer’s mouth giving full ad­ 
vantage of all the oxygen. 
6. Send for professional help as 
quickly as possible, but do not leave 
the victim in order to do so. The 
resuscitation must continue unin­ 
terrupted. 
* Do not become discouraged if the 
victim 
does 
not 
respond quickly. 
Stimulating drugs by the doctor can 
help, but the air you are breathing into 
him is more vital. 
The key points to remember are: 
don’t delay, send for help, tilt the head 
far backwards, lift the jaw upward and 
begin mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation 
immediately. 
Why not practice this with other 
members of the family? It may be 
your destiny to be able to save a life 
one day.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Court 
hearings on suppression of evidence 
should be open to the public on the 
same basis as a trial itself, the 
Supreme Court was told Wednesday. 
Dayton Newspapers Inc., in oral 
arguments before the court, urged 
justices to overturn a Dayton judge’s 
order closing pretrial hearings on evi­ 
dence in a sensational murder-kidnap 
trial there. 
But an attorney for the judge said 
such a ruling could jeopardize the 
rights of criminal defendants to a fair 
trial. At this point, the judge’s lawyer 
said, those rights must take preced­ 
ence. 
The arguments concern the kid­ 
naping 
and 
murder 
of 
Dayton 
businessman Lester C. Emoff. Emoff, 
who was abducted Sept. 23, was found 
shot to death three days later after his 
family paid a $400,000 ransom for his 
release. 
Three men have been charged with 
aggravated murder, 
extortion and 
abduction in the Emoff case. All three 
have asked the court to suppress some 
of the evidence against them, in­ 
cluding 
alleged 
incriminating 
statements to police. 
Judge Stanley S. Phillips ordered the 
hearings on those requests closed to 
the public. He cited a “clear and 
present danger” to the three men’s 
rights because of the intense interest in 
the case by the Dayton news media. 
The Dayton papers asked the 
Supreme Court to prohibit him from 


closing the hearings, and Judge 
Phillips is now under a temporary 
order 
stopping 
the 
closed-door 
hearings until a final decision is 
reached. 
Chester E. Finn, attorney for the 
Dayton Daily News and The Journal 
Herald, said hearings on suppression 
of evidence deal with the conduct of 
police 
and prosecutors, 
and 
thus 
should be open to public observation. 
He noted that a suppression hearing 
raises the 
question of 
whether 
evidence was legally obtained. That 
question is of legitimate public interest 
because it reflects on the actions of 
public officials, he said. 
But justices quizzed Finn ex­ 
tensively on his contention that 
pretrial hearings are the equivalent of 
trials themselves. 
“Our position is that the pretrial 
suppression hearings are part of the 
trial,” Finn argued. “If he cannot 
close the trial, then he cannot close his 
courtroom during the pretrial.” 
“That doesn’t necessarily follow, 
you know,” said Justice Paul Brown in 
one exchange. “The force of your 
argument with regard to the trial are 
not as helpful to me as regards 
pretrial, because I can conclude that 
there is a difference.”

We’re in fact 
adding more pages to our centerfold 
features,” said Mrs. Milam, noting 
that Playgirl^ circulation was up to 1.2 
million in three years. 


Viva decided to show all in its fourth 
issue in response to hundreds of letters

on male centerfolds that only teased 
the imagination.

“ By far the most significant fact,” 
said Prof. Paul G. Craig, “ is that 
structural shift in the makeup of the 
national economy has favored other 
regions, mainly the southern rim —the 
sunbelt.” 
In addition to favorable climate, he

“ We cannot change the climate of 
our region but we can enhance its 
recreational amenities,” he said. “ In 
considering the allocation of state 
budget resources we would be wise to 
give strong consideration to the quality 
of our physical environment ...” 
J. David Reed, associate professor 
of economics at Bowling Green State 
University, said Ohio industry “ had 


not managed to diversify into sectors 
which are exhibiting major growth in 
employment nationwide.” 
“ The state is showing increased 
specialization in manufacturing while 
nationally this sector is accounting for 
a declining portion of national em­ 
ployment,” he added. 
Reed said state government would 
be well-served by a “ comprehensive 
state economic information system.” 
Rep. Arthur Wilkowski. D-46 Toledo, 
said Thursday’s witnesses had pointed 
out what he hoped the conference 
would establish “that Ohio is going 
downhill.” Wilkowski and Sen. Harry 
Meshel, I>-33 Youngstown, are co­ 
chairman of the conference. 
Another conferee. Asst. Minority 
leader Norman R. Murdock, R-21

Ohio Jobless 
Benefits Even 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Con­ 
tinuing unemployment benefits in Ohio 
were near last year’s level at this time 
while new claims were about half of 
the number for December 1974, the 
Bureau of Employment Services said 
Thursday. 
For the week ended Dec. 13, 21,917 
persons filed first-time claims with the 
bureau 
for 
state 
and 
federal 
assistance. That compares to 27,214 for 
the week before and 42,125 for an 
average week in December 1974. 
Initial recipients had increased for 
three consecutive weeks before this 
week’s reversal. 
Claims for one week or more for the 
week ended Dec. 6 were near last 
year’s level at this time. 
For that week, 141,345 received 
continuing benefits compared to 
134,107 the week before, an increase 
for the second consecutive week. Last 
year in December, 149,210 persons re­ 
ceived benefits in an average week. 
The unemployment rate in Ohio in 
October was 7.8 per cent. 


Trustees Approve 
College Center 


TOLEDO, Ohio (A P) - Toledo 
University trustees have conditionally 
approved a proposal to build an adult 
and continuing education center as 
part of a downtown complex. 
Board members split 5-4 on the 
proposal and required that within 30 
days firm financing be arranged for 
nonuniversity parts of the center. 
Trustees said they also wanted assur­ 
ances the city would provide security 
and parking and would improve the 
area around the proposed site.

H oly Land Tours Bring Concern

Holy Land tours led by clergymen 
are big business in the travel industry, 
but concern has risen in the church 
about some ministers who help pro­ 
mote the trips and make money out of 
it themselves. 
It “ commercializes religions,” says 
the Rev. Dr. Ansgar Sovik, a church 
historian of St. Olaf College, Nor­ 
thfield, Minn. He adds that it has be­ 
come “ a scandal” that disturbs many 
church leaders. 
Critics don’t object to the tours 
themselves, and in fact generally 
favor them as educational ex­ 
periences, but do question ministers 
using their influence to recruit 
travelers, and profiting from it 
through rebate fees from travel 
agencies. 
“ Ifs the hard-sell that’s ob­ 
jectionable, urging people to go, and 
turning it into a business proposition,” 
Sovik said in a telephone interview. 
“ Some clergymen have made pots of 
money on it.” 
“ I don’t think clergymen should 
cooperate in this sort of thing.” 
Nevertheless, 
hundreds 
of 
clergymen across the country, through 


arrangements 
with 
travel 
organizations, 
line 
up 
group 
pilgrimages of the faithful, and in 
many cases, pocket fees of $50 to $100 a 
head. 
However, other ministers, possibly 
most who lead tours, get their fares 
and expenses, if that, often strictly 
limiting themselves to those costs, and 
this generally is considered justified. 
The task involves work, briefing 
themselves on Biblical backgrounds of 
sites, and overseeing and instructing 
the tour groups. 
Considering the extra service and 
com paratively 
low 
salaries 
of 
ministers, “there’s no reason why they 
shouldn’t get their expenses out of it,” 
Sovik said, but if making a profit, “ it 
frankly appeals to cupidity.” 
Noting that ministers hold an in­ 
fluential position of counsel, especially 
with their own congregations, he said 
that to use this advantage to pressure 
people to take a tour — at a profit to the 
minister — “ makes a business out of 
it.” 
“ Clergymen have no more right to 
do this sort of thing than they have to 
sell Bibles to their members at a profit 
to themselves,” said Sovik, 61, a 
Lutheran scholar who recently raised 


the issue at an international Lutheran 
consultation on church involvements 
in the Holy Land. 
One of the 
main travel firms 
specializing in religiously oriented 
trips, Wholesale Tours International, 
based in New York City, actively 
solicits ministers to recruit travel 
groups, and handles a large portion of 
Christian trips to the Holy Land. 
To get ministers to help drum up 
business, it offers them a free trip if 
they get four paying passengers, two 
free trips (including spouse) if eight 
paying passengers go along, plus $80 
each for each paying passenger 
beyond eight up to 28, plus $100 for 
each passenger beyond that. 
The 
m inisters’ 
fees 
— 
or 
“ honorariums” — necessarily come 
out of the paying travelers’ fares — 
althought they may or may not know 
about it.

Any veteran 
desiring further information con­ 
cerning his Veterans Administration 
benefits should contact the Veterans 
Service Officer in the basement of the 
Pickaway County Court House. 


(Q.) At one time the question was 
asked about GI Bill covering tuition 
and tuition and fees for flight training. 
The answer was yes. But, does this 
mean also for initial instructions in 
flying to a military man who is ab­ 
solutely a beginner? 
(A.) An eligible veteran or ser­ 
viceman must first posses a valid 
private pilot’s license and meet the 
necessary medical requirements in 
order to use his GI BUI eligibility for 
flight training. Secondly, the flight 
training course must be generaUy 
accepted as necessary to attain a 
recognized vocational objective in the 
field of aviation or recognized as an­ 
cillary to the pursuit of another 
vocation. 
(Q.) What are the dates of war 
service to qualify for VA non service 
connected pension as a Viet Nam 
Veteran? 
(A.) August 5, 1964 through May 7, 
1975. 
(Q.) I read that Congress cut out the 
GI Bill loan guaranty to buy a farm. 
What if a veteran wants to buy just a 
farm home or remodel one he already 
owns? 
(A.) The GI Bill loan guaranty may 
still be used to buy a farm home, or to 
repair, alter or improve a farm home. 
A veteran may no longer get a GI Bill 
loan to buy farm equipment, seed, etc. 
(Q.) Are children of deceased 
veterans eUgible for GI Home loans 
from the VA? 
(A.) No. Although widows of service 
kUled during active duty or widows of 
veterans who died from service con­ 
nected disabilities are eligible, 
chUdren are not. 
(Q.) If a veteran converts his 
National Service Life Insurance to an 
endowment-at-age 60 policy, are the 
dividends and proceeds from such 
policy subject to federal income tax at 
maturity? 
(A.) Veterans’ insurance proceeds 
and dividends are not taxable either to 
the veteran or to his beneficiaries. This 
also is true of the proceeds of a 
veteran’s endowment policy paid 
before his death. Interest on dividends 
left on deposit with the VA is taxable. 


O h io W elfare Rolls 
Rise In N ovem ber 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Welfare 
rolls in Ohio were on the rise in 
November—more than the previous 
month and the previous year at the 
time, the Department of Public Wel­ 
fare said Thursday. 
In November, 571,000 persons 
received payments under the Aid for 
Dependent Children program, com­ 
pared to 562,000 recipients the month 
before. 
For a similar period in 1974, 516,000 
persons received welfare and 495,000 
were recipients in 1973. 
“Welfare caseloads have always 
tended to go up during winter mon­ 
ths,” said Raymond F. McKenna, 
welfare director. “This year we are 
watching closely to see if the economic 
situation will have an added effect.” 
The previous peak of ADC recipients 
was 570,000 in April 1975.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
James A. Rhodes and Col. Frank 
Blackstone, superintendent of the 
Highway Patrol, credit truckers along 
state highways with a new state pro­ 
gram they think will help improve the 
patrol’s effectiveness. 
Their comments were a bit of a 
revelation among many who conjure 
visions of a running feud between 
“Smokey the Bear” or just plain 
“Smokey”—the name truckers apply 
to patrolmen—and the officers in the 
white crosiers charged with enforcing 
the permanent 55 miles per hour speed 
limit. 
Blackstone said that as a result of 
the use by truckers of citizen band 
radios, to warn each other that 
“Smokey’s up ahead,” Ohioans who 
have them in their cars are being in­ 
vited to use them to call for help, and to 
report crime along the highways. 
From now on, the patrol will be 
officially monitoring the calls on the 
citizen band emergency Channel 9. 
The colonel stressed that the 
truckers have done much more than 
protect themselves with their CB’s. He 
cited one dramatic example where the 
patrol sent out an appeal for help in 
catching a robber fugitive, giving the 
description of his car. 
He said a trucker responded, saying 


“I see this guy.” Blackstone said the 
patrol then moved in quickly to make 
the arrest. “It turned that that he had 
just murdered someone in Cleveland. 
This is an example of how the patrol 
can use such help, although I admit 
this might be a dramatic example,” 
the colonel said. 
Rhodes said he regarded enlisting 
citizen help as a “great innovation. 
We’re one of the first states to do it.” 
He complimented the truckers “for 
making this possible. They showed 
what they can do with it. They did a 
great job.” 
Blackstone carefully avoided any 
criticism of truckers as a group, 
although he conceded some still flout 
the new speed law. “They are in­ 


dividuals each and every one of them. 
You can’t generalize,” he said. 
He also said he sees nothing wrong 
with truckers advising each other on 
the citizen air waves that “Smokey" is 
around. “We’re not upset about this, lf 
you know Smokey is around, you’re 
going to slow down," he said. 
Blackstone said the patrol is unfairly 
categorized as a unit that is on the 
highways to do nothing but give out 
tickets. He said out of the three million 
contacts the patrol makes each year 
with the public, 87 per cent “are of 
service nature.”

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — The next 
step in the search for $100,000 to save 
Orville Wright’s workshop may be a 
visit to the Dayton Air Fair this July. 
The fair might provide some of the 
money if it is successful, said Dale 
Ross of the Dayton Area Chamber of 
Commerce. 
The chamber has labored four years 
to save the building, constructed by 
Wright about 1916 and which served as 
his workshop nearly every day for 
almost 30 years. 
Equipment found in the building 
after his death included lathes, power 
saws, a small gasoline engine and two 
wind tunnels. 
A spokesman for the fair said the 
project seemed worthwhile but added 
the fair could not commit itself until 
after the event is held. He said last 
year’s fair was the first to make 
money. 
The chamber estimates it would take 
$100,000 to dismantle the building and 
move it. The fair spokesman suggested 
it could be relocated at the city airport, 
Carillon Park or at the Air Force 
Museum at nearby Wright Patterson 
Air Force Base. 
Standard Oil Co. (Ohio) owns the 
building and lot and plans to build a 
service station there. But Sohio 
division manager James E. Slack said 
the company’s offer to donate the 
building and $1,000 to anyone who will 
save the laboratory still stands.

BICENTENNIAL MINUTEMAN 
We have all heard “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” But how many of 
us actually know the history of our 
national anthem? 
It was the year 1814. Plans were 
being made by the British to advance 
on Baltimore and bum it. There was 
one major obstacle that they had to 
overcome before they could carry out 
their plans. Baltimore was protected 
by a fort which was known as Fort 
McHenry. The British had to destroy 
Fort McHenry before they could make 
their move. 
At this time a young lawyer, Francis 
Scott Key, had boarded a British ship 
named the Surprise. He was under a 
flag of truce, and had official papers 
from President Madison for the 
release of Dr. William Beanes. Dr. 
Beanes, a British captive, was Key’s 
friend and an important doctor and 
American citizen. The bombardment 
of Fort McHenry had begun, and Dr. 
Beanes and Key were kept on board 
until it was over. 
All through the long night and early 
morning hours Key and Beanes 
strained their eyes to see if the flag 
was still flying. When at last Key saw 
“Old Glory” waving triumphantly, he 
wrote the words of “The Star Spangled 
Banner” on an old envelope. Joseph 
Nicholson, Key’s brother-in-law and 
commander of Fort McHenry, read the 
poem and was impressed. Copies were 
run off by the local printer. It was later 
that evening, in a Baltimore tavern, 
that it was first sung to John Stafford 
Smith’s “To Anachreon in Heaven.” 
It was on March 3, 1931, that “The 
Star Spangled Banner” became our 
official national anthem.

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PO W 's Yule Gift: 
Vietnam ese O rphan 


SPRINGFIELD, Ohio (AP) - After 
being a prisoner of war for nearly six 
years, Ed Mechenbier’s Vietnam 
legacy is not one of bitterness but a 
Vietnamese orphan he calls his 
Christmas bundle of Joy. 
Mahli, now 9 months old, arrived in 
the United States in April aboard the 
American “babylift” just before the 
fall of Saigon. Mechenbier, who lives in 
the country near Springfield, Ohio, 
says the child makes it the best 
Christmas for him and his wife, Jerri, 
since he was released from captivity in 
February 1973. Up until 1973, the 
couple had been separated for seven 
Christmases. 
“She’s a bundle of joy in our life,” 
says the 33-year-old Mechenbier. “ It’s 
a lot of fun shopping for baby toys. We 
had been trying to adopt a baby since 
1966 when I was in England. Before I 
was shot down over North Vietnam I 
was looking into it. Shortly after I 
got home, we started again. 
“ My wife borrowed the name Mahli 
from a friend, somebody she met years 
ago. I don’t know its origin.” 
The couple, who knew each other 
from high school days in Dayton, west 
of Springfield, has no other children. 
They have been married llVfe years but 
together half that time. 
“We have two marriages,” says 


Mechenbier. “Our first marriage and 
our second marriage, rather than 
saying way back when. Two and a half 
years the first time. We don’t dwell 
very much into the past, don’t talk a 
heck of a lot about the years apart and 
don’t worry about it. There is a saying 
that today is the first day of the rest of 
your life. For me that was 1973.” 
After im years in the Air Force, 
Mechenbier got out last June. 
“I just kind of decided I liked it here, 
near our parents,” he says. 
Switching into a civilian uniform as 
a civil servant, he is now program 
manager for the Air Force’s electronic 
warfare office at Wright-Patterson Air 
Force Base near Dayton. He had been 
in the same program as the project 
pilot for the test wing since his return 
from Vietnam but was due for reas­ 
signment next month to the Armed 
Forces Staff College in Norfolk, Va., 
and no longer would have been flying. 
Even as a civilian he continues flying 
fighter planes with the Air National 
Guard at Springfield. 
“When Christmas comes,” he says, 
“I reflect on the times that it wasn’t so 
good. It is a special time for me to 
think how lucky I am. There are other 
folks who don’t enjoy it. Kids whose 
fathers were killed or still missing in 
action, or maimed.” 
Senate Panel M a y Publicize 
Covert O perations Report 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
intelligence committee is considering 
publication of a report that would 
outline three secret U.S. operations in 
foreign countries, including what 
sources say is a CIA effort to influence 
national elections in Italy. 
The proposal to publish the report 
was to be put to a committee vote 
today. 
The proposed report, in addition to 
detailing CIA efforts in Italy, also 
would outline covert U.S. aid to 
Angolan forces and the supplying 
several years ago of weapons to 
Kurdish rebels in Iraq. 
Administration officials have at­ 
tempted to persuade the committee to 
keep the reports on the Italian elec­ 
tions secret. 
Sources said Thursday the CIA 
action in Italy involved efforts to 
prevent Communist gains in an Italian 
election. One of the sources said it was 
a recent election but not the last 
general election in Italy. 
The last general election in which 
Italians selected a new parliament was 
held in May 1972. The most recent 
Italian balloting was a hard-fought na­ 
tionwide 
election 
of 
regional 
legislatures in which the Communists 
ran less than 600,000 votes behind the 
Christian Democrats.

The sources refused to give details 
or to say if the CIA activity went 
beyond the channeling of money into 
the campaign. 
Central 
Intelligence 
Director 
William E. Colby, according to several 
members, strongly urged the com­ 
mittee not to name the country in­ 
volved if it publishes the report about 
the election operation. 
Members said Colby was willing to 
go along reluctantly with publication 
of the Angola report, and apparently 
the Kurdish rebel report as well, but 
urged such heavy deletions that some 
members questioned whether it would 
be worthwhile. 


The CIA gave the House panel a 
detailed briefing recently on U.S. aid 
to two factions fighting for control of 
Angola.

New Lottery 
Gam e Slated 


CLEVELAND (AP) — The Ohio 
litte ry Commission will inaugurate 
the bicentennial year with a new 
“Spirit of 76“ game which will have top 
prize offering of $100,000. 


At its regular monthly meeting here 
Thursday, the commission approved 
the new $1 game which will replace the 
“Super Santa” contest. 


The new game also will offer prizes 
of $20,000, $5,000, $500, $250 and $10. 
Tickets sales begin Jan. 5 and the first 
drawing will be Jan. 15. 
Prizes are won by matching six, five 
and four-digit numbers and by mat­ 
ching numbers on liberty bells printed 
on the game card. 
In other business, the commission 
unanimously re-elected David l>eahy 
to a second 2-year term as commission 
chairman. Leahy, 55, is a retired 
Cleveland business and civic leader 
who was appointed to the commission 
by former Gov. John J. Gilligan. 
After his re-election, Leahy said the 
Ohio litte ry was the most successful 
in the country and urged “more sales, 
better efficiency and better em ­ 
ployes.” 
He said the commission has returned 
about $51 million to the state general 
fund since the lottery was started 
about 18 months ago. 
The commission also deferred action 
on a request by the Teamsters union 
that it be recognized as a bargaining 
unit for lottery employes. 
Jam es Magas, executive vice 
president of the Teamsters’ Ohio State 
Employes Union, told the commission 
that the union had signed 140 lottery 
workers. He urged the commission to 
recognize the union’s claim to 
represent the workers, saying that 
most other state departments have 
unions. 
The commission said it will recon­ 
sider the matter at its Jan. 22 meeting. 
Lawrence C. Sherman, commission 
member, said he wants to check the 
names of the lottery employes who 
signed the cards to verify who the 
union claims to represent. 
James N. Lafelice, the newest 
Commission member, assured Magas 
that until the commission decides on 
the matter, the commission will not 
coerce or retalitate against any em­ 
ployes who signed with the union.

NEW YORK (AP) - Early 
this month, with little fan­ 
fare, the longest running 
radio show under single 
sponsorship in the United 
States began its 36th season 
on the air — Texaco’s 
Metropolitan Opera broad­ 
casts. 
The Saturday afternoon 
opera offerings — there are 20 
each season — currently are 
carried by 159 commercial 
and 
124 
noncommercial 
stations, 
says 
Harold 
Hawkey, Texaco’s supervisor 
for the programs. 


He says with the exception 
of outlets in Honolulu, Puerto 
Rico and Alaska, which are 
sent tapes of the broadcasts, 
stations carrying the Met 
songfests are required by 
contract to air the show live. 
“If they don’t carry it live, 
it’s an abrogation of the con­ 
tract,” says Hawkey, adding 
that each broadcast averages 
about three hours in length 
and usually starts at 2 p.m. 
EST on Saturdays. 


Hawkey, who says the 
number of stations carrying 
the Met broadcasts hasn’t 
varied much in the past IO 
years, said Texaco has of­ 
fered the broadcasts over its 
own Saturday network — put 
together 
by 
an 
outside 
packager, G.H. Johnston, 
Inc. — since 1950. 


Prior to that, he said, 
Texaco sponsored the opera 
series on commercial radio 
networks, primarily NBC. 
The first Met broadcast, a 
production of “Hansel and 
Gretel,” aired on Christmas 
Day, 1931. It was presided 
over by Milton Cross, who 
announced all but two of the 
broadcasts until his death 
early this year at 77. 
Hawkey said the broad­ 
casts were sponsored by 
various companies until 1939, 
when Texaco began its single 
sponsorship of the opera 
series. 
Although the company pays 
the Met for broadcast rights 
for each show, there’ve been 
no commercials during the 
shows in recent years, he 
said. 
“We can’t do that because 
we have all these non­ 
commercial stations,” he 
said, referring to the public 
radio stations which by law 
aren’t allowed to broadcast 
commercial announcements. 
“So at the start of the show, 
we simply say, ‘The Texaco 
Metropolitan Opera broad­ 
cast network brings you....’ 
and that’s it,” Hawkey said. 
A spokesman for the opera 
said Texaco paid $280,000 to 
the Met for the right to air 20 
productions this season, and 
also is paying additional fees 
to Met performers appearing 
in each broadcast production. 
He had no estimate on how 
much this will amount to by 
season’s end.
